And whereas ye thinke that this 
place of þ goſpell of Iohn, Paſce oues meas, Feed my ſherpe, 
was ſpoken onely to Peter, which woꝛds make him ſhep⸗ 
heard ouer all, and aboue all: S. Peter himſelfe teftifieth 
the contrary in his canonicall Epiſtle, where he ſaith to all 
Pꝛieſts: Paſcite qui in vobis eſt gregem Chriſti, fede the 
fiocke of Chꝛiſt which is among pou, which he bad them 
do by the authozitie that Ch iſt had put them in as follows 
eth, Ft cum apparuerit princeps paſtorum , percipietis 


immerceſsibilem zterne gloriæ coronam , And when the 


chiefe ſhepheard ſhal appeare,ye ſhall receiue the incoꝛrup⸗ 
fable crowne of eternall gloꝛ v. The ſame likewiſe Saint 
Paule in the Ads teſtifieth, ſaying ; Attendite vobis & vs 
niuerſo gregi, in quo vos poſuit ſpititus fanctus, regere Ec- 
cleſiam Dei, Geue herde to your ſelfe t to the whole flock, 
wherein the holy Ghoſt hath ſet you to gouerne þ Church 
of God, Wherein the ozigmall text, the woꝛde fignifping 
Regere , to gouerne wwvvuy the ſame wo2de that was 
ſpokenzto Peter,paſce, feede, fo2 it ſigmificth both in the 
Scriptures , And that by theſe wozds he was notmade 
and conſtituted ſhepheard ouer all.it is very plaine by the 
fact of S. Peter which durſt not enterpꝛiſe much conuerſa⸗ 
tion amongſt the Gentiles,but eſchewed it as a thing vn⸗ 
lawfull,and much rather pꝛohibited than commaunded by 
Gods lawe, vntill he was admoniſhed by the revelation of 
the ſhete full of diverſe viandes mencioned in the Aces 
of p Apoſtles, where if Chzilt by theſe wazdes, Paſce oues

did not vnderſtand the ſayde won des of Chziſt,foz lacke of 


the light, which theſe latter men haue obteined to perceiue, 


therbp vnd erſtand the wa2ds of Chʒiſt to Peter, better than 
Peter himſelle did. And ſtrange alſo it were, to condine Pe- 
ter as an high traitour of his Paſter,after his aſcention(as 
he in derd were wozthy)if his Palter had ſignified vnto him 
that Þ Biſhops of Rome, hy his dying ther, ſhould be heads 
of all the church, t he knowing by theſe wwzds, Paſce oucs 
mcas, Feed my ſheepe,notwithſtanding his aſters high le- 
gacy t comaundement,yet would fle,as he did from Rome, 
vntil his Palter encountring him by the way with terrible 
wozds,cauſed him fo retourne. And bicauſe this hiſtozy per⸗ 
aduenture might not weigh againſt an obſtinate minde to þ 
contrary, what ſhall we ſay to þ wazds of S. Ambroſe, de⸗ 
claring 4 affirming as great t᷑ as ample pzimacie to Paul, as 
to Peter, vpon theſe wazds of Paul:? Qui operatus eſt Petro, 
&c. he h; w2ought foz Peter, c. Thus be.wziteth. Petrum 


ſolum nominat, & ſibi comparat, quia primatum ipſe acce- 


perat, ad fundadum eccleſiam: ſe quoque pari modo electũ 
vt primatum habeat in fundadis Eccletijs Gentium. Et pau- 
cis interiectis. Ab hijs itaq;(videlicet apoſtolis) qui inter ce. 
teros clariores exant probatũ dicit Paulus donum ꝙ accepit 
A Deo, vt dignus eſſet habere primatum gentium, ſicut ha- 
bebat Petrus in prædicatione circumciſtonis .

buylding the Churches of the Gentiles, And ſhoꝛtip after 
it kolloweth. Df the Apollles, he ſayth, his aiite was al- 
lowed which he had receiued of God, that he might be 
founde woꝛthy to haue the P2imacis in pꝛeaching to the 
Gentiles, as Peter had in pꝛeaching to the lewes. And as 
he aligned to Peter fo2 his companions , which were the 
choſen men amongſt ths Apoſtles, euen ſo alſo doth he take 
to himlelfe Barnabas, who was toyned vnto him by Gods 
iudgement: yet did he challenge fill to himſelfe alone the 
pꝛerogatiue of ꝛimacie which God had graunted him, as 
to Peter alone was it graunted among other of p Apoſtles, 
Do that the Apoſtles of the Circumciſion gaue their hands 
ta the Apoſtles of the Gentiles , to declare their conco2de 
in fellowſhip, that egther of them ſhould know that they 
hadreceiued the perfection of p ſpirite in the pꝛeaching of 
the Goſpel,x ſo ſhould not need eyther other in any matter. 
And ſhoꝛtly after, who ſhould dare reſiſt Peter p chiefe Apo- 
but an other ſuch a one,which-by{the confidece of his e⸗ 
15 might know himſelfe to be no leſſe,4 ſo might repꝛous 
boldely that thing, which he inconſideratly had done, xc, 
This equalitie of dignitie of Paul, which ©, Ambroſe af- 
- firmeth by Scripture to be equally committed to Peter and 
Paul, Saint Cyprian and Saint Hierome doe extende to 5 
all the Apoſtles, Cyprian ſaying thus: Hoc crant vtique N , 
& cęteri Apoſtoli, quod fuit Petrus, pari conſortio prgdi- © 
| tis & honoris & poteſtatis, Undoubtedly,all the reſt of the 
Apoſtles were the ſame that Peter was,endewed with like 
equalitie of honour and power. And Saint Hierome thus: 0 
Cuncti Apoſtoli claues regni cœlorum accipiunt, & ex g. e 70117 
quo ſuper eos Eccleſię fortitudo tundatur : All the Apoſtles 
receiued the keyes of the kingdome of heauen, and vppon 
them as indifferently and equally is the ſtrength of the 
Church grounded and eſtabliſhed. Which Saint Hicrome 
alſo aſwell in his commentaries * the Epiſtle to Titus, 
* ij. as 
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as in his Epiſtle to Euagrius, ſheweth that the Pzemacies 
long after Chꝛiſts aſcention were made by the deniſe of 
men, where befoze Communi clericorum conſilio, fingule 
Eccleſiæ regebantur etiam Patriarchales : By the common 
agreement of the Clergy euery ot the Churches were go⸗ 
uerned, yea the Patriarchal Churhes. The wozdes of S. 
Hierome be theſe, Sciant ergo epiſcopi ſe magis ex conſu- 
ctudine quam diſpenſationis D ominicg veritate, preſbys 
teris eſſe maiores: Let the Biſhops vnderſtande, that they 
be greater than other pꝛieſts, rather of cuſtome, than by the 
vertue and veritie of the Loꝛds oꝛdinaunce. And in his E⸗ 
piſile to Euagrius he hath p lyke ſentence, 4 addeth there⸗ 
vnto: Vbieumg; fuerit Epiſcopus, ſive Romæ, ſiue Eugus 
bij, ſiue Conſtantinopli, &c. Mhereſoeuer a be, 
eyther at Rome, oz at Eugubin, oz at Conſtantinople, 
tc. he is of all one woꝛthineſſe, 4 of all one pziefthod. And 
that one was elected which ſhould be p2eferred befoze 
other, it was deuiſed. to the redꝛeſſe of ſchiſmes, leaſt any 
one challenging to much to themſelfe , ſhould rent the 
Church of Chzilt. Theſe woꝛds onely of Saint Hicrome, 
be ſufficient to pꝛoue, that Chꝛiſt by none of theſe tho texts 
(which be all that you and others doe alleage foꝛ your opts 
nion)gaue to Peter any ſnch ſuperiozitie,as the Biſhop of 
Rome by them vſurpeth. And that Peter noz no other of 
the chiefe Apoſtles did vendicate ſuch Pzimacie oz ſupe⸗ 
riozitie, but vtterly refuſed it, and therefoze gaue pꝛehemi⸗ 
nence aboue themſelues to one, that though he be ſome- 
times called an Apoſtle , yet he was none of the rij. as 
Euſebius in the beginning of his ſeconde boke called Hi- 
ſtoria eccleſiaſtica, doth teſtifie,alledging toʒ him Þ great 
and auncient Clearke Clementem Alexandrmum , ſaying 
thus: Petrus, lacobus, ac lohannes, poſt aſſumpt 

ſaluatoris, quamuis ab ipſo fuerant omnibus pene prelati, 
tamen non ſibi vendicarunt gloriam, ſed Iacobum qui dices 
batur Iuſtus, Apoſtolorum Epiſcopum ſtatuunt: Peter, 


lames, and John, after Chaiſts aſcention into heauen, al- 
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though they were by him pꝛeferred wel ny befoze al other, 

pet they challsged not that gloꝛy to themſelues, but decrees 

that lames,who was called Iuſtus, ſhould be chicſe Biſhop 

of the Apoſtles , By theſe wo2des it is cleare, that lames 

was 5 Bilhop of the Apoſtles, not bicauſe as ſome men do 

gloſe, he was elected by the Apoſtles, but bicauſe he had 

thereby P2umacy and honour of a Biſhop in leruſalem, as 

boue the reſt of the Apoſtles. And one thing is eſpecially to 

be noted, and alſo meruayled at, that the Biſhops of 

Rome doe challenge this Pꝛimacie alonely by Peter, and 

vet Saint Paul, which was his equall, oz rather ſupet iour 

by Stripture in his Apoſtolate among p Gentiles. wherof 

Rome was þ pꝛincipall, ſu ffered at Rome wher Peter did, 

and is commonly in all the Church Romaine,jopned with 

Peter, in all appellations and titles of pzeheminence: and 

both be called Principes Apoſtolorum, the chiefe of the 

Apoltles. Uppon both is equally founded the Church of 

Rome, the accounting of Biſhops of Rome many yeares 

agreth thervnto, Foz Euſebius ſayth,that Clemens tertius Lb. 3. ca. 21. 

polt Paulum & Petrum, pontificatum tenebat: That Cle- 

ment was þ third Biſhop after S. Paul ę Peter: reconing 

both them as Biſhops of Rome, t᷑ pet ther in pzeferring S.

witnelleth the ſayde Euſebius , alleaging the Epiſtle that 
Dioniſius Alexandrinus w2ote to Sother Biſhopof Rome, 
teſtifiyng the ſame. As fo2 5j Citie of Rome, was the moſt 
ample and chiefe Citie of all the wozld, witneſſing Saint 
Cyprian, ſaying : Plane, quoniam pro magnitudine ſua de. 
beat Carthaginem Roma præcedere,illie maiora & grauio · 
ra commiſit: Certeinly, bitauſe that Rome aught fo; hir 
| greatneſſe excell Carthage, theretoze there de committed 
| the greater and moze grieuous offences . Which Saint 
Cyprian alſo when he had done certeine ades, yea, made 
cortopne determinations and ſtatutes vnto the Brſhop of 
Rome, he did not ſubmit them te his ceiozmation,o2 indges 
ment, 
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ment, but onely ſigniſied his owne ſentences , fo like him 
alſo, And yet addurg there vnto, that if any Biſhops, mea- 
ning as well of Rome as of others which were of the con- 
trary opinions to him,wou!d otherwiſe thincke oꝛ doe, her 
would not then his ſentences ſhould be to the pꝛeiudiciall 
02 tompulſozie, but to follow their owe wits + cuſtomes, 
Tum quod vnuſquiſq; Epiſcoporum habeat ſui arbittij 
libei tatem, tum quod vnuſquiſque præpoſitus rationem ſui 
actus ſit Domino rediturus: arklp fo2 that curry one of 
the Biſhops hath libertie of his owne will: and partly 
fo that every gouernour ſhall make an accompt to God of 
his owne derde. as it appearcth plainely in his Cpiſtle to 
Stephanus and lulianus, And in the third Epiſtle to Core 
nelius,H towardes the ende, ſpeaking of the refuge that ona 
Feliciſsimus a Nouatian after the condenmation in Aﬀric 
made to Rome, he impugneth ſuch appeales, ſaynig : tha 

Quia ſingulis paſtoribus portio gregis eſt aſſcripta, quam 
regat vnuſquiſque & gubernet, rationem ſui actus Domino 
rediturus, ſtatutũ eſt ab omnibus nobis, æquumque pariter 
ac iuſtũ cenſemus, vt vniuſcuiuſque cauſa illic audiatur, vbi 
eſt crimen admiſſum.oꝛaſmuch as eucry paſtour hath his 
flocke by poꝛtion committed to him, which cucry ene ought 
to rule g gouerne, and mult giue accompt to the Loꝛd ok his 
adminiſtration , it is decreede ok vs all, and wee thinke it 
both mete iuſt, that euery mans cauſe and plea , ſhould 
there be heard, where the crime is committed, This holy 
t excellent Clarke and art pꝛe S. Cyprian, would neuer 
haue either impugned their refuges to Rome, from then 
owne pꝛimates, o: ſo obſtinately holden and mamtepned 
his-determinations in the counfels of Affrike, contrary to 
the opinion of the Biſhop of Rome, and to their cuſtomes, 


without any ſubmiſlion by wa2d oz wꝛiting, if the pꝛima⸗ 


tie ouer all( which the Biſhops of Rome doe challenge and 
vſurpe)had bene grounded vpon the plaine Scriptures, as 
you with ſome others doe thinke . And it is to bee ſuppoſed 
alſo, that her would in all his Epiſtles to them, haue called 
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them Patres 02 Dominos. Fathers oz Lo2ds, as ſuperi- 
ours, and not alwaies Fratres & collegas, baothers and fel- 
lowes in office,as but his fellowes:which yet maze plainty 
doth appere by the Aces of the Counſelles of Africke in 
Saint Auguſtines tune, by the which it is euident, that 
though the 6th of Chzilt , was by the Komaines firſt 
bought info Africke as Daincte Auguſtine doth cons 
keſle, pet it was not read noz knowne, that the Biſhoppes 
of Rome vſed oz challenged any ererciſe of ſouereigne⸗ 
tie in Africke vnto this time , And pet then bee did not 
challenge it lure diuino , but Pratexta definitionis 
cuiuſdam canonis in concilio Niceno : That is, by the 
right of Gods wo2de , but by the pꝛetence of a certeine 
canoi; ſuppoſed to bee in the counſaile of Nice. Which 
article could neuer be found,though it were then very dili⸗ 
gently ſought foꝛ thꝛough all the pꝛincipai Churches of the 
Vide das Epi- Caſt and South: But onely alleadged of Iulius Biſhop of 
flolas ad B n_ Rome, out of his owne libzarie . And you may be well aſ- 
,“ ured, that if theſe in Scriptures had made fo2 it, neither 
Fe/.307.393 the Biſhop of Rome would bane left that certeine pꝛofe 
by Scriptures, and truſted onely to the teſtimonie of an 

article of that counſaile doubted on vnlikely to be founde , 

D;/.16,vigin- Noz yet Daint Auguſtine with his holy and learned com⸗ 
65. pany, would haue reſiſted this demaunde, ik it had bene ei⸗ 
ther grounded vpon Dcriptures, 02 determined in that oz 

_ counſaple,oz vet had ſtand with equitie, god ozder 03 

on, 

Howbeit, the largeneſſe and magnificence of buildings 
of that Citie, and auncient excellencie and ſuperto2itie of 
the ſame, in tempozall dominions, was the onely cauſe that 
in the Connſailes ( where the Patriarchall ſeas were 
ſet in 02der ) the Biſhoppe of Rome was lotted in the firſt 
place, and not in any ſuch conſtitution made by Chziſt, as 
appeareth well by that that Conſtantinople beeing at that 
tune of this ozdering of the Patriarchall ſeas, . — 
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Emperours moſt amply enlarged , beeing befo:e a ſmall 
towne, and of no cenowne , and by them moſt magnift - 
cently builded, and aduaunced wo2idly wyth all titles, 
pꝛerogatiues and p2imledges tempoꝛall like vnfo Rome, 
and therefo2e called Noua Koma, ewe Reme , was 
therefoze avuaunced alſo to the ſecond ſea and place, An- 
tiochia in the Caſt , where Saing Peter firſt twke the 
chaire befoze he came to Rome, and Chꝛiſtian men had 
there firſt their name gyuen them. Pea, and Hieruſalem, 
which was the firſt Pother Citie of our faith, and where 
Chziſt himſelfe firſt founded the fapth, reiecced with A⸗ 
lexandria, fo the thirde, fourth, the fift places, bicauſe at 
that time they were not in ſo high eſtimation in the wozld, 
though in the faith of Ch2ift all they were auncientes, 
and ſome of them Mothers to Rome, 


Truth it is, that the Biſhops of the Oꝛient, foz de⸗ Vg. rip. Ci. 
bates in matters of the faith,amongeſt themſelues made 16. 


ſates to the Biſhop of Rome, but that was not foz þ Su⸗ 
perio2itie of iuriſdidion vpon them, but bicauſe they were 
greatly deuided , And thoſe countries as well Byſhoppes 
as others, much infected with the hereſies of the Arrians, 
whereof the Weaſt was in a manner cieere . And among 
the Oꝛients, none were counted indifferent to decide thoſe 
matters, but where all ſuſpect of affecicn fo2 one cauſe 02 
other: wherefoze they deſired the opinions of the Biſhops 
of the Weſt as indifferent, vntangled with affections of 
any of thoſe partes,and inco2ruptcd with any of the Arri- 
ans, às appeareth by the Epiſtles of Saint Baſil wzitten in 
all their names foz the ſapde purpoſe . In the which alſo 
it is eſpectally to bee noted, that their ſuite was not to the 
Biſhop of Rome fingularly, oz by name, but as the titles 


doc ſhewe to the whole congregation of the Biſhoppes of 
Italy and Fraunce,o2 of the whole Weſt, and ſometyme 
pzeferring the French Biſhops, ſaping, Gallis & Italis, and 
neuer naming the Romanes.

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And foꝛ a cloere pꝛofe that the auncient Fathers knewe 


not this pꝛimacie of one aboue all, wer neede none other tes 


ſtimonie, but their determination in the counſell of Nice, 


that Alexandria and Antiochia, and vniuerſally all other 


pꝛimates, ſhould haue the whole gouernaunce of thelr con- 
fine countries, likewiſe as the Biſhop of Rome had ok his 
Suburbicans , And this determination pꝛoueth alſs , that 
pour the Scriptures ment nothing leſſe, then this pꝛima⸗ 


cie ouer all. Foz God fo2bid that wee ſheuld ſuſpect that 


counſell as ignoꝛzaunt of thoſe plaine Scriptures, to the 


which ſith that time all Chufſtendoine hath leaned, as the 


anner of our faith . And if peu like to reade the auncient 
eccleſtaſticall hiſtoꝛies, there you-may ſe, that A thanaſius x 
other Patriarkes did execute that pꝛimatie, as in making, 
conſecrating, and ozdering of Churches, Biſhoppes and 
Clarkes in their countries,Caft and South, as the Biſhops 
of Rome in that time did in the Weſt and Nozt! And it 
ye would yet any thing obiect againſt any of theſe wuneſſe, 
then fo2 to eſchewe contention, and foz a finall-concluſton, 
let the Biſhop of Rome ſtand to his owne confeſſion made 
many years paſt by his pꝛedeceſſour Agatho,to the Empe - 
rour Conſtantine, Heraclius, and Tiberius, in his Epiſtle 
wꝛitten to them in his name, and in the name of all the Sy. 
nods which he thought to bez vnder the ſea Apoſtolique, 
wherein ſone after the beginning of the Epiltle,he com⸗ 

2ehendeth them all vnder p name of the Biſhops dwelling 
in the Nozth and Meſt parts of their Empire. So ß ther, in 
his owne Epiſtle, he confeſſeth all his ſubiecs oz obedien- 
ciaries to bee onely of the Nozth and Melt, x ſo appeareth 
evidently by his owne confeſſion,that neither by Gods law 
noꝛ mans lawe he had to do with any perſon of the Eaſt 
02 p South. and this his high ſouereintie ouer all challen- 


ned,as you and others ſay, by Scripture,as by his owne 


confeſſion quailed and bꝛought to a little g ſtrayght angle 
And this Agatho was not a man vnlearned, as ap- 
peare:h by the Aces of the ſixt Synode, Conſtantino- 

politane 
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põlitane in the iiij. acte, wherein is w2itten at large, and 
| erpeſſed the ſayve epiſtle and conkeſſion. And akoꝛe the 
P zimacie of Peter, which auncient Doctozs ſpealte off, 
that was onely in pzeaching and teaching the fapth cf 
Chzift, which he firſt among all the Apoſtles , and firſt of 
all moztall men, vid expꝛeſſe with his mouth. That PI 2t- 
matie did ſo adhere to his owne perſon, that it was ne⸗ 
uer deriued neither to any ſucceſſour, noz to other Apoſtle, 
but chiefely to himſelke: foz all other pꝛofeſſing after the 
| Came, ſpeake it after him, who had p2ofefſed it befoze, 
' Mo2eouer all the Apoſtles, as Saint lohn ſapth,be funda- e 
ments in the heauenly leruſalem, & not Peter only, Poꝛe⸗ 
| oner Cyprian affirmeth, as is afozcſayd, v all the Apoſtles 
were of equall dignitie and power, which all auncient au⸗ 
' thozs lykewiſe doe affirme. Fo2 Chꝛiſt gaue the Apcſtles 
| lIpke power in the Goſpell ſaying : Ite, docete omnes Gen- A 
| tes baptizantes eos, &c. Go and teach all Nations bapti- 
ing them, ic. And Saint Paul as is ſapd befoze, knewe 
no other Pꝛimatie giuen to Peter to pꝛeach in any place, 
but among the lewes, as he himſelfe had among the Oen⸗ 
tiles: as he wiiteth to the Galathians, where Saint Am- 
' broſe,as is afv;cſavd,affirmeth the ſame. And that the mo- | 
ther ok ail Churches is leruſalem, as afoze is ſayd,and not 
| Rome: the Scripture is playne, both in the Pꝛophet Eſay: 
Die Syon exibit lex, & verbum Domini de Ieruſalem: Eſ4.2. 
| Dutof Syon ſhall the law pꝛocerde, and the woꝛde of the 
Loꝛd out of Ieruſalem. Upon the which place Saint Hie- 
rome ſaythe: In Ieruſalem primum fundata Eccleſia, toti- 
us orbis Eccleſias ſeminauit : Out of the Church firſt found 
in Ieruſalem, ſpꝛong all other Churches of p whole wozld. 
And alſo in the Goſpell, which Chat befo2e his aſcenſion 
commaunded his Apoſtles to pꝛeach ouer all the wozlde, 
beginning firft at lecuſatem : ſo that the Biſhops of Rome 
vmuerſiall power by hun clapmed ouer all, cannot by any 
Scripture be inſfified, as if ye haue red the auncient Fa- 
thers expoſitions of the ſayb Scriptures, as we ſuppoſe vou 
5.1, haue 
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haue ſith pour letters ſent hether concerning this matter, 
and would gzue moze credence to their humble and plapne 
ſpeaking, than to the latter contentious and ambitious wꝛi⸗ 
ters of that hich . and abone the Ideas of Plato his ſubti⸗ 
lytie(which patſeth as ye wzite)the lawyers learning and 
capacitip: we doubt not, but that ye perceiue and thinke 
the ſame. 

And where ye thincke that the king cannot be taken 
as ſupꝛeme heade of the Churche , bicauſe he cannot er⸗ 
erciſe the chiefe office of the Church in pꝛeaching and mini- 
ſtring of Dacraments, it is not requiſite in euerp body nas 
turall, that the head ſhall exertiſe eyther all manner of cfs 
fices of the body,o2 the chiefe office of the ſame, Foz albe- 
it the head is the higheſt and chiefe member of the natu- 
rall body, yet the diſtribution of lyfe to all the members of 
the body, aſwell to the head as to other members,commeth 
from the heart, and is miniſter of lyfe to the whole bodye 
as the chicfe ace of the body. This fimlitude pet hath not 
bis full place in a myſticall body, although the ®cripture 
ſpeaking of king Saul, ſayth : Cum eſſes paruulus in ocu- 
lis tuis, couſtitui te caput in tribubus Iſrael : When thou 
wert but of ſmall reputacion in thine owne epes, J made 
ther head amongſt þ tribes of Iſrael. And if a king amongft 
the Iewes, were Caput in tribubus Iſrael : hoc eſt homis 
num videntium Deum per vmbram, tempore legis, muls 
to magis Princeps Chriſtianus caput eſt in tribubus Iſrael, 
hoc eſt vere per fidem videntium Chriſtum, qui eſt finis 
Jegis: The heade in the tribes of I frac! : that is, of men 


which (@ God vy a ſhadowe in the time of the law. much 


moꝛe is a Chziſtian king head in the tribes of ſpiritnall 1 
rael, that is, of ſuch which by true fapth ſe Chꝛiſt which 
is the ende of the law. The office deputcd to the Biſhops 
in the miſticall body, is to be as eyes to the whole bodye, 
as almigꝭ tie God ſayth to the Pꝛophet Ezechiel: Specus 
latorem te dedi domui Iſrael. J haue made the an oner- 
fier oucr the houſe of Iſrac] , And what Biſhop ſoener re⸗ 


fuſeth 
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faſeth to vie the office of an epe in the myſticall body, fo 
ſhew vnto the body the right way of lyning, which apper⸗ 
tayneth to the ſpirifaall eye to doe, ſhall ſhew himſelfe to 
be ablinde epe: and if he ſhall take other office in hande 
than appertayneth to the right eye, ſhall make a confuſion 
in the body, taking vppon him an other office, then is giuen 
to him of God, Wherefoze if the eye will take vpon him 
the office of the whole head, it may be aunſwered vnto it: 
It cannot ſo do, foz it lacketh bꝛapne. 

And eramples ſheweth lykewiſe , that if is not ne⸗ 
ceſſarie alwayes that the heade ſhould haue the facultie o: 
chiefe office of adminiſtration , you may ſe in a Nauy by 
Sea,wher the Admiral who is captaine ouer all, doth not 
meddle with ſtering oꝛ gouerning of eucry ſhip , but euery 
Maiſter perticular muſt direc the ſhip, to paſſe the Sea in 
bꝛeaking the wanes, by his ſtering and gouernance, which 
the Admirall the head of all, doth not himſelfe, noz pet hath 
the facultie to doe, but commaundeth the Maiſters of the 
hip to doe it. And likewiſe many a captaine of great ar- 
myes, which is not able, no2 neuer coulde peraduenture 
ſhote oz bzeake a ſpeare by his owne ſtrength , yet by his 
wiſedome and commaundement onely , he atchteneth the 
warres, and attapneth the vicozy . And where ye thinke 
that vnitie ſtandeth not onely in the agreeing in one fapth 
and doctrine of the Church, but alſo in agreeing in one head: 
if ye meane the very and onely head ouer all the Churche 
our Sauicur Chꝛiſt, Quem pater dedit caput ſuper omnem 
Eccleſiam, quæ eſt corpus eius: Whome the father hath ſet 
oner all the Church, which is his bodye, wherein all god 
Chꝛiſtian men doe agree, ve ſay truth. And if ye meane of 
any one moꝛtall man to be heade ouer all the Church, and 
that to be the Biſhoppe of Rome, we doe not agree wyth 
pou , Fo2 you doe there crre in the true vnderſtanding 
of Scripture, o2els ye mult ſape, that the ſayd connſell 
of Nyce + other moſt auncient dyd erre , which deuided the 
adminiſtration of Churches, the Oꝛient from the Occident, 

and 
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and the South from the Nozth,as is befo2e erpzeſſed. And 


that Cy2iT the vniuerſall head, is pzeſentinenery Church, 
the Goſpeil ſheweth, Vbi duo vel tres congregati fuerint 
in nomine meo, ego in medio eorum ſum: Where two o2 
th be gathered together in my name, there J am in the 


midſt cf them. Ann in an other place: Ecce ego vobiſcum 


lum, vſq; ad conſummationem ſeculi: Weholbe J am with 
you, vntul the ende of the wozld. By which it map appeare 
Ch ziſt the vniuerſall heade cucry where , to be with his 
miſticall body the Church: who by his ſpir ite woꝛketh in 
all places, (how far ſoeuer they be diſtaunt) the vnitie and 
concoꝛde of the ſaine, And as foꝛ any other one vniucrſall 
head to be cuer all, then Chꝛiſt himſelfe,@cripture pzoucth 
not, as it is ſbewed befoze . And pet of a farther p:ofe fo 
take away the ſcruples, that peraduenture doe to your ap⸗ 
pearaunce riſe of tertepne woꝛdes in ſome auncient au⸗ 
thours, and eſpecially in Saint Cy prians Epiſtles, as the 
vnitie of the Church de in the vnitie with the Biſhop 
of Rome, though they neuer call him ſupꝛeme bead, if you 
p2eciſely wepgh , and conferre all their ſayings together, 
pee ſhallperceine that they neyther ſpake noz ment other 
thing, but when the Biſhop of Rome was once lawfully 
elected and intromzate, if then any other would by faction, 
might, fo2ce, oz otherwiſe, (the other lyuing and doeyng 
his office,) enterpꝛiſe to put hun downe , and vſurpe the 
ſame Biſhopzicke , 02 exerciſe the others office himſelfe. 
As Nouatianus did attempt in the time of Cornelius, that 
then the ſayd Fathers reconed them god Catholiques that 
did communicate with him that was ſo lawfully eleced, 
and the cuſtome was one P2imacte to haue adoe one with 
an other, by congratulato2y letters, ſone after the certein⸗ 
tie of their election was knowne tokeepe the vnitie of the 
Church. And they that did take parte 02 maintaine that 
other-vfurper , to be @hiſmatiques *bicauſe- that vſurper 
was a Schiſmatique fo2 that, Quia non fit fas in eadem

There was 
angulat friendſhipppe betwerne this Laurentius, Theophi- 
lactus, Johannes, Gratianus and Heldebrande, and they 
were chiete Pꝛelates 02 Cardinalles of the Komithe Di- 
nagog:thꝛoughe whoſe helpe Heldebrand being very ſub- 
tile, bꝛought euery thing ta paſſe euen as pleaſed hym, and 
ſpectally,whenthe ſame 1 heophilactns was Pope , who 
was called Benedictus the ninth, in whoſe time the ſaide 
Heldebrand rented againe euery miſchiefe which in anve 
r Popes time had binp2aciſed. He had one eſpeciall 
Sathanicall eluſion, fo2 when he lifted (as Benno doeth Ei. 
witnelle)to ſhake his gowne ſlerue, he woulde make ſpar⸗ 
cles of fire to flye out thereat, by whiche diueliſhe mirat le 
he ſo blinded the eves of the ſimple people, as they deemed 
it a ſpectall token of ſingular holineſſe. And bycauſe({ayth 
he)the Diuell coulde not perſecute Chꝛiſt openly amonaſt 
Þ Pagans, he craftily ſubuerted his name tn a falſe Bonk, 
vnder colour of Religion. God Authours waite,, that 7 he Pope « 
this Heldebrand. by the helpe of Gerardus Brazantus, pop- poyſoner of 
ſoned ſire oz eight Biſhops, therby to haue the moze plain z:/boppe-- 
paſſage to the Papacie, yet amiddes all. theſe miſ⸗ 
chiefes,thys well⸗diſpoſed Pzelate carryeth hys craft ſo 
"unningly, 
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cumningly,as it was not once ſuſpected , that Heldebrande 
deſired to be Pope, Foz befoze he had the name of a Pope, 
he only fo; the moſt part was þ Popes inſtrument, by wic⸗ 
ked inuentiõs to deniſe by little ano little thoſe miictiefes, 
which in his obne Papacic he eſtabliſhed with effec. This 
notable Þppocrite,vnder pzetence of Religion and godli⸗ 
nelle committed euerp kind of vniuſte, deteſtable, e wicked 
villanies. He attuſed hib Loꝛd t Paſter Alexander Pſechd, 
fo2 that he ſoughte the aide of Cæſar againſte his enimies, 
ſaying in diriſion: It is meete(fo2ſ\oth)that he, accoʒding to 
the Cannons, ſhoulde holde the Pontificall dignitie, which 
conttat ie to the ſame lawes,defireth ſuccoure from a pꝛo⸗ 
ph aue Prince: and therefoze vppon his owne aucthozitie, 
he not onely tepztned the Pope of his Papacte , but caſte 
him into pꝛiſon, and there ſecreatly murdered him, and v- 
ſurped his place befoze he was buryed, He imparted both 
his ſubſtaunce and ſecteat aduiſe (as Benna ſayth) vnto 
Braſutus, and one ludeus, his familiar friendes, thzoughe 
whoſe meanes and perſuaſion, many men wincked at hys 
wickedne lle. Foz thoſe bzibed perſons ( befoze Alexander 
thel ite Pope was in his graue euen trumpet-like ſounded 
abꝛoade, that Peter the Apoſtle had cholen Heldebrande, & 
there vpon inthꝛonized him Pope, by the name of Gregorie 
the ſeauenth. And this was done. 1000.yeares after the de⸗ 
ſtruaion of Hicruſalem, in the whiche time, theſe Wicars 
of Sathan beganne openly to chalenge to themſelnes the 
name of God, and the office and vertues of Chꝛiſte Jeſus, 
very God, and very Pan. Foꝛ in this pere, in the declara- 
tion and elecion of this Gregorie, it was pꝛoclaymed, that 
the true Wicar of Cb: iſe was created Pope. And thys 
Gregorie alſo twke vpon him thoſe things which are wzit- 


ten of Chaiſt in the ſecond Pſalme., He changed the lawes 


of Chꝛiſt and the omnipotente God the Father, in fozbyd- 

ding the mariage of Pꝛieſts, and ſpoiling Pzinces of their 

kingdomes. This Gregorie was oziginall of the diſcozde

His Papacie alſo ſcarcely yet 
begunne, he pzactized euen in his entraunce thereof, to rack 

and wzelt the Cannons , whiche ot ger Popes, his pꝛediceſ⸗ 

ſours , by his owne politike counſell had befoze ozdayned, 

concerning Simonie, ano ſingle life : not to the end that her 
might aboliſhe the wicked ſale of ſpirituall benefices , but 
th it vnder pꝛetence of honeſtie,he might take from pꝛinces 

their autozitie, inthe beſtowing of Eccleſiaſtical lyuings, 
and that thereby al Biſhoppes ſhould be bzought vnder the 

ſeruitude of the Sea of Ame, which, concerning the right of 

their election, were moze ſubiecte to the Pztnce, than to the 

Pope.

vpon the hill called Ttuentyne , to pzapei. Tbys viperous 
Heldobrande being fully perſwaded by his wicked 2

many lcarned men of that time, in that there was in Ger- 

marie and France (beſides thoſe which were in Fyglande and 

Italy) aboue foure and twenty Biſhops maried, and ſo fo:

F theſe exceptions and euerpe other, in the ſaide fifthe 
Chapter ofthe Pꝛopheſie of Elay, touche not Ae dp 
rectly, and the Popes holyneſſe pꝛoperly. Jam farre from 
my purpoſe ; but comparing the Pope and his doings with 
our vndoubted ſauloure Chziſte, we ſhall finde the one 
direclye repugnaunte vnto the other , and then finding 
them contraryes , it muſte needes followe , that ik 
Chiilke be Chziſte, then the Pope hymſelfe is Anti⸗ 
chꝛiſte.

Ba the tenth, by his Countrey a Florentine, of the moſt 

noble ſtocke of Medices, and called befoze he was Pope 
Iohn de Medices, was ſometime of Saint Maries in B. 
minica. He was placed by the Cardinals(beyonde all erpec- 
tation) in the place of Iulius deceaſed. He was from his in- 
kancie diligently bzoughte vp, and inſtructed in learning, 
t had moſt learned teachers, chiefely Angelus Politianus, 
a man right (kilfull both in the Greeke and Latin tongs, 
did afterwards lone learned me aboue all meaſure. In the 
thirtenth yeare ofhis age, he was made Cardinall, by In- 
nocentius the eyght, and the eyght and thirtith peare, hee 
was made Biſhop of ze. This Leo, of his owne nature 
was quiet and milde, but fo2 p moſt part ruled by trouble⸗ 
ſome and cruell perſons, at whoſe pleaſure, he arrogantly 
ſuffered many things to be done. And being giuen to the 
delicious eaſe of his body, he pampzed his flethe in ſundꝛye 
delightes and deſires of voluptuous pleaſures, In his deli⸗ 
cate banquets,to make him moꝛe pleaſant at the table, he 
greatly reſpected Puſitions and Mine: but he perſecuted 
the Kingdome of God in Luther and others (like a ſeconde 
Caiphas)with continualt hatred. Foz at a time, when Car- 
dinall Bembos pꝛoponed a certaine queſtion of that iopfull 
meſſage of God, he wzetchedly aunfwered, Howe greately 
that fable of Chꝛiſte hathe bin beneficiall to vs and oure 
coate, it is euident pnough to all the Moꝛlde. The moſt 
wicked verlet did here molt playnely expꝛeſſe himſelfe to 
be that Antech2iff, which Paule calleth, the man of Sinne, 
and child of perdition. Ye ſent foꝛth pardons no leſle large 
than foliſh,to extozte money at his pleaſure, foz the main⸗ 
tenance of his Harlots and Baffards, and diſperſed an in- 
numerable number of pꝛolling Friers, to carrie his trache 
thzongh all Chꝛiſtian * " »

Theſe things thus pzemiſeo of Boniluce the Pope, nowe 
will Jcome to the cattle of the ſtrife betwene him and the 
French King: concerning w'\){ch matter, rſt J ande 11 the 
biſtozie of N 7r1er thut in the peare of our 1019.13 . 

the Biſhop of 0ppaniham , being accuſed fo; a conſpiracte 
againſt the French King, was brought vp to his Cource, 
and ſo committed to pꝛiſon. The Pope hearing this,ſenveth 
wozde to the king by his Legate , to ſet him at libertte. 


The Frenche king not daring tothe contrarie,loſcth the. 


Biſh 5p: but when he had done, he diſcharged both the 15t- 
ſhoppe andthe Legate, commaunding them to augpde his 
realme. Wherevpon Pope Boniface reuoketh al the graces 


t pꝛiuileges graũted either by him o; his pzerecedſours be- 


foze to p kingdome of Fräce: alſo not long after, thundzeth 
out the ſentence of his curſe againft him and mozecuer 
he citeth al the pꝛelates, al diu nes, and lawycrs both ciuil x 
common, to appeare perſonallp befaze him at e, at a cer- 
taine day, which was the firſte of ue nber. Againſt thys 
citation, the king againe pꝛouideth, and com mnaundeth by 
ſtreyght pꝛoclamation, that no manner of perſon ſhould ex⸗ 
pozt out of the realme of Fcaunce, eyther goloe oz ſiluer .o: 
any other maner of ware oz Perchandiſe, vpon fozfepting 
all their gods, and their bodies at the kings pleaſure : pꝛo⸗ 
uiding withall, that the wayes and paſſages were ſo dili⸗ 
gently kept, that none might paſſe vnſearched. Ouer and 
beſides that, the ſayd French king did dekepte the Pope in 
gining and dekowing pꝛebends and benefices,and other ec⸗ 
cleſtaſticall liuings, other wapes than ſtode with the Popes 
pꝛofite. Foꝛ the which cauſe, the Pope wꝛiteth to the koze⸗ 
ſayd king, in fozine and effec as followeth,

0 Thus muche for Fraunce J haue 
thoughte ſufficient to expreſle , althoughe 


there are more to finde, and common to euerye viewe. 
And nowe for ScoTLANDs, I vill only ſet downe 
an Oration made by a Scottiſhe Byſhop to the King of 


Scottes, 3 7 3. ycares ſince, in theſe wordes. 


Doe be it ſundꝛie things p2eſentel» octurreth, 
l which atfrapeth me to ſhew ſuch maters as are 
"4 1 pꝛeiudial to the common wealth (vet moſt noble 
pPiinte) when J conſider thy hmantie, fapth, x 
.conſkancie, giuen to nothing moꝛe, than defence and welth 
of thy lieges, J cannot ceaſſe fo2 the action of common li⸗ 
bertie, to ſhewe the ſoth. Foꝛ ſithens the ty2anme is intol⸗ 
lerable, which is exerciſed by Kings oꝛ Punces deſcending 
of lineal ſucceſſion to their kinglie heritage: much moꝛe is 
the tyʒannie inſuffer able, when it is exerciſed on vs by men 
of vile and obſcure linage. Thertoꝛe if the ſund2y and mani⸗ 
feſt wꝛongs done to vs theſe many yeres by⸗ gon, had come 
by the Popes mind, they were to be ſuffred tn ſome maner. 
But ſithens limers of vile t obſcure linage, which are pꝛo⸗ 
moted to benefices fo2 their hoꝛrible vices, haue not only in⸗ 
terdictedour realme without any (omiſſion, but haue ſpeded 
in their coꝛrupt vtres, the money that they gathered in our 
conntrey by the Popes authoꝛitie, fo: rayſing of armies a⸗ 
gainſt the Turks, I think their curſed auarite ſhould haue 
no further place amongſt true people,. ſpecially amongſt vs, 
bicauſe they haue our ſimplicities and meekneſſe in conte p⸗ 
tion.

(had not their hatred bene the moze haſtily pacifie - ad in⸗ 
uaded ech other to their viter veſtruction, And ith 1 '- thele 
tumgs be apparant, what needeth them to be remembzed,to 
pour diſpleſure?Pozeoucr,after we wer cronerate of Gual 
lo, came in his place another Legate , ok no better life but 
rather woꝛſe: Foz when he had gotten large money foz re- 
demption of pziſoners,and rayſiing of newe armies againſte 
the Turkes, he ſpendeth it all in hus inſolence, andfapned 
that it was ſtolne by thæues and bꝛiggens. Therefoze ſi⸗ 
thence we haue experience of ſo many wicke d and heaupe 
damagics done to vs, by theſe two Legates afoze rehearſed, 
we ſhal be reputed miſcreant foles to admitte the third. F902 
it is not to be belened,that this newe Legate ſhal be of bet- 
ter conditions than his fellowes were befoze , And if anye 
man (hal demaunde me what is to be done in this matter, 
J (ay,nepther (his Legate,noz pct any other Legate in time 
comining, ſhaulde be recepued within this realme, bpcavſe 
the lame is heriot and waſted of money by their rontinnall 
exadions. It any of pou haue ſuperfluous money, you mape 
rather diſpoſe it to paze folke, than to ſuch coꝛrupted vſe of 
vicious Legats. Finally,theſe woꝛdes are ſo appꝛyſed by þ 
counſell,that this Legate was not admitted,to come within 
the realme of Scotlande, 

King Alexander ths thirde woulde not receiue the Le- 
gate of Pape Clement the fourth within his realme, but 
commaunded ta ſhew his meſſage onthe bo2zders. He would 

not recciue certaine ſtatutes made bp him in his voyage, 
right p2ofitable fa2 the gouernance of the Scots, to whome 
king Alexander aunſwered, The Scots would not recetue 
any ſtatutes but ſuch as were commaunded bpthe generall 
counſell.

N the. xxix. yeare of the raigne of King Edwarde the 
Ireen a certaine declaration made againſt Pope Bo- 
nitace the eyght, by a ſingular learned man, theſe woꝛds a⸗ 
mogk other were vttered. J pꝛopounde alſo(ſaith he) that þ 
ſaid Boniface is Wꝛapt in infinite manifeſt heynous ſinnes: 
his mouth is full of curling: his fete and ſteppes arc ſwifte 
to ſhedde blond: he vtterly teareth in peeces the Churches 
which he ought to cheriſh, waſting wickedlie the godes of 
the po2ze, and making much of wicked men that giue hym 
rewards, perſecuting the righteous,and among the people, 
not gathering, but ſcattering,bzinging in new ſeces of de⸗ 
ſtruction that haue not bin heard sf, blaſpheming the way 
of truth, and by robberte, thinking himſelfe equall to the 
Lo2de Jeſus Chꝛiſte, which is bleſſed fo2 euer. And beyng 
moſt couetous, thirſteth fo2 golde, coueteth golde, and by 


ſome deniſe, getteth golde of enery people, and vtterly nat 


regarding the woꝛſhipping of God, with feyned wo2des, 


ſometime by flattering, ſometimes by th:eatning, ſome- © -. 


times by falſe teaching, and all to get money withall, her 
maketh merchandiſe of vs all, enuving ail things but hys 
owne, louing no man, nouriſhing warre, perſecuting and 
hating the peace of his Subieces: He isroted in all vn⸗ 
ſpeakeable ſinnes, a contrarie and ſtrife againffe all the 
. wayes and doctrines of the Loꝛd. He is truly the abhomi⸗ 
nation of the people, whiche Daniell the Lozds Pꝛophete 
deſcribed. Therefoze J anſwere,thatlawes, weapons, and 
all the Elements ought to ariſe againſte him, whiche thus
